The  name  of  "Boggs”  is  said  to  hare  been  of  local  origin  and 
derived  from  the  residence  of  its  first  bearer  at  or  near  a  ’’bog1’ , 
or  swamp.  It  is  found,  on  ancient  records  in  the  various  forms  of 
Bog, Bogg,  Boggis,  Rogges,  Bogues,  Bogs,  and  Boges,  of  which,  the 
last  is  the  generally  accepted  form  in  America  today. 

Families  bearing  this  name  were  to  be  found  at  early  dates  in  the 

ABglish  counties  of  ^amerset,  Lincoln,  Cumberland,  London,  and  Corn- 
“ 1 1 1  *  as  ve11  as  in  various  parts  of  Scotland,  and  wer«,  for  the 
most  part,  of  the  landed  gentry  and  yeomanry  of  Great  Britain. 

Among  the  earliest  records  of  the  name  in  England, 
were  those  of  John  atte  Bogge,  Robert  Bogg,  and  Nicholas  Bogges 
of  Somersetshire  m  the  time  of  King  Edward  the  111  of  England 
Humphrey  Bogg  of  Lincolnshire  in  1*02,  and  Nathmneel  or  Nathaniel 
son  of  John  Bogges,  of  Cornbill  in  16R7. 

One  large  branch  of  the  family  was  also  settled  in  Scotland  at 
an  early  date  and,  owing  to  the  religious  persecutions  of  the  16th 
and  ITth  centuries,  many  of  its  members  fled  to  Ireland,  where  one 
family  was  settled  at  Londonderry  and  another  at  Movilie,  County 

Donegal . 

It  is  not  definitely  known  from  which  of  thcr  many  illustrious 
lines  of  the  family  in  England  the  first  emigrants  of  the  name 
to  America  were  descended,  but  it  is  thought  probable  that  they 
were  dewcenrients  of  the  Scotch-Irish  branches  of  the  family. It  is 
also  believed  th$t  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  families  of  the  name 
of  Boggs  were  of  common  ancestry  at  a  remote  perir.d. 

Among  the  first  of  the  name  in  \merica  were  Willi  m,  John,  and 
aeorge  Boggs,  probably  brothers,  who  are  said  to  have  come  from 
Ireland  to  New  England  at  an  early  date  and  settled  in  Maine. 

These  three  emigrants  are  said  to  have  been  the  ancestors  of  ail  of 
the  Maine  families  of  the  name  and  many  others  as  well,  although 
the  records  of  their  immeditae  families  are  not  given*

of  Jlster  prior  to  the  year  of  1739,  is  believ/%  have  emigrated 
to  America  about  1.41.  He  made  his  home  in  Newcastle  County  Del* 
anu  there  raised  his  children,  Rebecca  and  James,  and  probably  others 

Dr.  James,  son  of  the  emigrant  Ezekial,  resided  for  a  time  at 
Newcastle  and  later  at  Shewsbury,  N.J.  He  was  a  loyalist  and  served 
a  sturgeon  s  Mate  to  the  British  in  the  Revolutionary  War*  By  his 
Wi^e,  Mary  Morris,  whom  he  married  in  1765,  he  was  the  father  of 
Robert,  Elizabeth,  James,  Thomas,  Rebecca,  Charles,  Samuel  (died 
uimarried),  and  Mary,  of  whom,  all  but  the  sons,  Robert  ami  Jaimes  . 
removed  with  their  parents  to  Nova  Scotia. 
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Robert,  oldest  son  of  Dr.  Jera^s,  resided  at  various  times  at 
E« tontown  and  Newbrunswick,  N-J*f  and  was  married  tnree 
his  first  wife,  Marv  Morris,  whom  he  married  in  1..95,  he  I  acl  issue 
of  Robert,  James,  akd  possibly  others,  of  whom  the  last  mentioned 
died  young.  In  1802  Robert  married  a  second  wife,  Vary  Lawrence, 
who  gave  him  5  children,  Lucy,  John,  James.  Uieri  in  infancy;, 

James,  and  Mary.  His  third  wife  (widow  pt)  Maria  A iza  Inee  drenton^ 
Stewart,  whom  he  married  in  1817,  is  said  to  have  given  Mm  no  further 

issue.

uor  and  tobacco  until  bis  55th  year,  but  never  after  that  timr. 

He  held  stock  in  the  Clinton  County  Bank  and  Clintoi  County 
Fair  Assoc.  He  was  a  man  of  very  few  words  and  never  in¬ 
dulged  in  jokes  nor  smutty  stories.  I  rover  heard  h ir  Let  out 
a  real  "belly  laugh"  at  ary  time. 

In  his  will,  he  left  all  the  farms  and  all  the  tim¬ 
ber  on  4  large  tracts  of  land  to  his  grandchildren  (not  to 
his  sons),  as  his  sons  were  addicted  to  an  over-use  oi  liquor. 

He  gave  (before  his  death)  40  acers  of  land  to  all 
his  grandchildren  except  to  me  (the  oldest  of  them  a'l). 

He  gave  me  $2,000  to  go  to  col  1  ege  ar.u  become  a  school  man. 

His  grave  is  2  rr.il  r.s  North  and  2  miles  West  of  Michigantown 
Indiana,  m irked  by  a  very  larcc  granite.

Many  thanks  for  sending  me  your  elaborate  genealogical 
notes,  which  came  just  before  I  left  town  for  Christmas  vacation. 

I  no  sooner  got  back  in  January  than  we  had  to  begin  to 
prepare  for  the  end  of  the  first  ftXXtKK  semester  of  the  school 
year,  which  is  only  now  ending. 

However,  most  of  my  examinations  are  ever,  though  I  still 
have  to  give  one  more,  next  Monday.  But  I  did  not  wish  to  keep 
the  valuable  notes  you  lent  me  any  longer,  so  I  hasten  to  return 
them  enclosed  here  with  this  letter,  and  I  thank  you  very  much 

for  sending  them. 

1  have  looked  them  over,  and  made  some  notes,  particularly 
on  the  earlier  part,  since  the  latter  part  (and  bulk;  of  your 
notes  seem  to  deal  with  your  own  particular  branch  of  the  family, 
which  appears  to  be  different  from  mine. 

With  the  notes  you  sent,  and  some  I  already  had,  I  seem 
to  have  considerable  material  on  generalities  of  the  early  phase 
of  our  family’s  history,  when  they  settled  In  this  country  in  the 
18th  century.  But  I  have  not  been  able  to  trace  back  in  a  definite 
line  my  own  particular  branch  of  the  family  any  farther  than  my 
grandfather,  John  W.  Boggs.
